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Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 USC 103(a) not cited here can be found in 
previous office action. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-15, 22-24 and 26-36 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ng et al, U.S. pat. No. 
6,131,096, in view of Marwell , U.S. pat. No. 6,404,884. 

Per claims 1 and 7-14, Ng teaches a method for configuring 
a client (second) device to perform data synchronization with a 
database server (first) device comprising: 

a) storing at the server personal contact information in a 
folder associated with a user ( see col 4, lines 1-19 ) ; 

b) receiving a communication at the server from the user wherein 
a profile including the folder associated with the user is 
identified by the system using a code (i.e., userlD) identifying 
the user ( col 7, lines 50-62 ) ; 

c) as part of the received communication receiving a request for 
synchronization of a second set of personal contacts from a PIM 
of the user with the personal contacts in the folder at the 
system associated with the user ( col 7, lines 63-64 ) ; 

d) transmitting from the first server device to the second 
client device, via a communication connection, instructions 
(HTML data) for generating a web-based interface on the second 
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device, the user interface being programmed to elicit from a 
user at the second device information (UserlD) identifying a 
personal information manager (PIM) used on the second device, 
and to transmit the information to the first device via the 
communication connection ( see col 7, lines 50-62 ) ; 
e) providing to the second device via the communication 
connection a synchronization package including a synchronization 
application ( col 7, lines 65-67 ) , the synchronization 
application being installed on the second device by the web- 
based interface ( col 8, lines 3-6 ) , the web-based interface also 
being programmed to elicit from the user synchronization 
information regarding data to be synchronized, and to provide 
the synchronization information to the synchronization 
application installed on the second device ( see col 8, lines 6- 
19) . 

Ng also teaches that the first server device comprises a 
web server for exchanging data with the client using a 
conventional web-based interface ( see col 3, lines 65-67 and col 
4, lines 51-53 ) . 

Ng does not teach a directory assistance system. The use of 
a directory assistance system for maintaining user's contact 
information is well known in the art as disclosed by Marwell 
( see Marwell in cols 1-3 ) . 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize Ng' s teachings 
in any known personal contact databases including directory 
assistance system because it would have allowed easy of 
synchronizing contact data between the server and client ( see Ng 
in col 2, lines 1-8 ) . 

Per claims 2-3 and 5-6, Ng's teachings encompass all claim 
limitations ( see Ng in col 6, lines 12-28 ) . 

Per claim 15, Ng teaches that the devices can communicate 
with each other wirelessly ( see Ng in col 10, lines 26-27 ) . 

Claims 22-24 and 26-36 are similar in scope as that of 
claims 1-3 and 5-15. 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

3. Claims 4 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments : 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on December 16, 2010 with 
respect to claims 1-3, 5-15, 22-24 and 26-36 are deemed moot in 
view of new grounds of rejection set forth above.
